Referred to the records office of 
the army for particulars, only 68 of 
these letters and 423 of the parcels 
could be identified for immediate for- 
warding, while information was ob- 
tained in regard to a large proportion 
of the remainder which would enable 
the postal corps to again try them at 
re-directed addresses. It was neces- 
sary, however, to hold 2,500 pieces 
of which no record of address could 
be found.
